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STEP INTO MY AUTO 

And I'll show you around the community which 
is partially pictured on this folder. 

First, let me tell you that, if you’re looking for 
a model home place, a proper place in which to 
rear the boys and girls, you need look no farther 
than CORNING. There are seven churches and two 
schools in town, but not one saloon. There are just 
about 3,000 home-loving and law-abiding people 
vere, and they don’t stand for anything that is 
1urtful to the community. 

Now, before we start, let me remind you that, in 
ooking up a home place, the most important mat- 
ter to be considered is that of health. No matter 
how fat the soil may be, no matter how much money 
you make, what good is it if health must be sacri- 
iced? What gocd is a little money if you’re not 
well enough to enjoy what it will secure? Here at 
Corning the water and the air are so pure that they 
are really body-building. Our water is so soft that 
it is a curative of many of the stomach, bladder and 
kidney affections, while the air is kind and healing 
to nasal, throat and lung troubles. 

Just take a glance at those majestic palms bor- 
dering the street. They tell of our climate more 
intelligently than does a thermometer, They can- 
not endure low temperature. They now stand about 
30 feet high, and the Lord only knows how tall they 


will grow. About 2,000 of these palms have been 
set for street borders in town, and some day we 
may be christened the PALM GARDEN VILLAGE. 
The tall building on our right, with its tower 
and observatory 75 feet in the air, is the land office 
of the MAYWOOD COLONY. t was built by Mr. 
Woodson at a cost of $15,000, and is counted one of 
the land marks of the Sacramento Valley. ees 
built of concrete, and, in the words of Woodson, 
“will be there when I’m either an angel or an imp.” 
Across the street, to the left, is the Hotel May- 
wood, which the traveling public has christened 
“The most home-like hotel in the Sacramento Val- 
ley.”’ They give you a great meal in there for either 
two or four bits. The principal difference is that | 
those who take the two-bit meal HAT, while those 
who sit at the four-bit tables DINE. The rooms are 
clean and well Kept, and rent for two and four bits

in front of us is the Corning depot, 110 miles 
up the sramento Valley from Sacramento city. 


Fare $3.35. Blevation 272 feet, putting us far above 
flood or high water from the Sacramento River. 

That big building on the railroad track is the 
plant of the Maywood Packing Company, Ine. 
There is where they pickle thousands of gallons of 
ripe olives. They also make thousands of gallons 
of pure olive oil there. If you ever use olive oil, or 
ripe pickled olives, ask your grocer for the ‘May- 
wood Brand,’ and you'll get something that is first- 


class The orange crop of Maywood Colony is 
packed and shipped from this building also. 

That high point that we are coming to is known 
as “Woodson’s Hill.” When we get up there you'l 
think it’s the same place where Moses stood when 
he viewed the promised land. Now, here we are. 
How does this hit you? Stretching up and down tha 
local valley you see at least 5,000 acres of as thrifty 
orchards as there are in California. Off there you 
see three big drying plants, where the colony frui 
is sun-dried. We don’t have to use evaporators, or 

our fruit mechanically here. We have no rains 
during the fruit drying season, so our fruit lays out 
day and night on big trays, in the open air and sun, 
till it is cured and ready to pack for shipment. If 
you decide to settle here at CORNING you don’ 
have to bother about a market for your stuff, for 
it's already established. The Maywood -acking 
Company is the market, or the selling agent, for 
the colonists. On the rolling hills to the north of 
you are the principal orange and lemon groves of 
MAY WOOD. About 800 acres are set to oranges, 
and they are certainly a high-grade article. They 
ripen up here fully a month before they do down 
around Los Angeles. In fact, our oranges are 
picked, shipped and sold before they commence to 
pick theirs in Southern California. No, we never 
have any trouble about frosts up here. We don’t 
have to smudge or protect our groves from frost 
like they do down south. 
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Now, while we are here, look right over there on 
that big, open field. That’s a tract of fruit land 
hat is now on the market, The land is level, clear 
and ready for planting. It is cut up in 10-acre lots, 
and is being sold at 90 an acre, or $500 for a 10- 
acre lot, You can own one of these lots by paying 
0 down, and then $10 a month for 45 months. No 
taxes and no interest. Who couldn’t own a fruit 
ot in Maywood Colony? 

That land is good for alfalfa, too. Look at those 
green fields here and there, scattered all through 
the orchards. They tell you what the soil will do 
yetter than Ican. There’s not a place in all Califor- 
nia where you can get water for irrigation cheaper 
han you can right here at Maywood. Water is 
close to the surface, the supply is inexhaustible, | 
and electric power is cheap. The power company 
will run a line to any part of the colony, at their 
own expense, for pumping purposes. 

Let me tell you, too, that this is a great chicken 
country. When a hen starts to lay here it’s hard 
to choke her off till she has delivered you about 13 
dozen eggs for the season. Feed is cheap here, and 
the climate seems to have been made to order for 
the hen, 

Well, let's go back to town, and I’ll show you a 
few of the business houses that you’ll want to know 
when you come to live with us. That building on 
the corner is the BANK OF CORNING, a mighty 
handy concern for a man to get acquainted with.
